Wasurveton, December 5.—[{Special.}—The 
opening day of congress was not attended with 
any incidents of note. The galleries of both 
houses were early thronged with visitors, and 
by noon were crowded to their utmost capac- 
ity. In the senate a particelarly brilliant au- 
@ience was gathered, there being, besides a 
well-flied diplomatic gallery, Mrs. Cleveland 
and her lady guests from New York. It was 
expected that the senate would present an in- 
teresting contest over the seating of some of 
the democratic senators, but, contrary to public 
expectation, everything passed off quietly. 
Blodgett, of New Jersey; Hearst, of Califor- 
nia, and Turpie, of Indiana, were allowed their 
seats without objection, and the only one kept 
oft was Faulkner, of West Virginia. The rea- 
son for that, as given out by the republicans 
and indorsed by the democrats, is that Tarpie 
and the others had prima facie evidence in 
support of their seats and there were no con- 
testants present, while in Faulkner’s case there 
was a contestant who held better prima facie 
evidence than he did. So Faulknuer’s case was 
referred to the committee, with the request 
that it be immediately acted upon, which was 
promised. 

Lueas, the contestant from West Virginia, 
was not seated. The republicans say that the 
right of Turpie and others to their seats will 
be investigated later on.

The senators began to arrive and take their 
seats before 11 0’clock, Senators Stewart and 
Hiscock being the first comers.

WaSHINGTON, December 5.—Justice Harlan 
delivered an opinion of the supreme court 
today, in two so-called prohibition cases of 
Peter Mugler, plaintiff in error, vs. the state 
of Kansas, vs. Herman Ziebold and others, 
affirming the judgment of the lower court im.

ing liquor for his own use or for export, for the 
reason that it was an invasion of the personal 
liberty inherent in citizens. It must beob- 
served, however, he said, that the right to 
manufacture drink for one’s own use is subjeet : 
to restriction that it shall not injuriously al 
fect the public. The right to determine ~ 
what was injurious h to exist some-— 


what measures are necessary for the preserva- — 
tion of the public morals, health and 3 
had, therefore, been vested in the states by 
the constitutional right given them under 
police power to regulate their own internal 
concerns.

He 
afterwards confessed to have been sent to the 
penitentiary for burning Dr. Poitle’s house, 
near Milledgeville, afterwards for stealing 
watermelons and finally for siealing Bloom- 
field’s chickens. Captain Couch staied that 
Dubose impressed him as an idiot, and accord- 
ingly turned him ont. On being cress-exam- 
ined by the attorneys for the defense, Captain 
Couch simply reiterated his first statements. 
He said Dubose came to Atlanta -in a 
very dilapidated appearance, and that the pho- 
tograph shown lim was a good picture of Du- 
bose. The negrociadimed to have been re- 
leased from the penitentiary that day, and that 
he clained to have came down in charge of 
Whipping Boss Bingham that day, September 
8. Dubose was held uutil September 11, and 
that then he was released because the police 
officers were satisfied that he was irresponsible, 
and willing to confess to any crime.

An Unwarranted and Outrageous Report, 
The New York Herald of Sunday con- 
tains a sensational special from Atlanta 
hich it publishes under the startling head- 
fines, ‘“‘Terrorized by Negroes—Atlanta 
Still the Scene of Lawless Outrage and Dis- 
turbance—The Knife as a Mediator.” 

The article seeks to convey the impression 
that the negroes of Atlanta have been in a 
state of constant riot since the local option 
election.and tyat they have terrorized the law 
abiding citizens by daily scenes of blood- 
shed and disorder. The introductory para- 
graph of the special is as follows: : 

ATrIANTA, Ga., December 2, 1887.—The negro dis- 
turbances continue with no apparent prospect of 
cessation. Shodtiug and siabbing melees are be- 
soming mere details in daly history. The late 
fiquor agitation had for its unfortunate effect the 
herding of the negroejement, and so long as they 
sontinue as an ageregate quantity such occurrences 
are likely to be frequent. 

We are surprised that a journal of the 
standing and usual reliability of the Herald 
thould give place to such a tissue of false- 
hood and de‘iberate misrepresentation. The 
Herald, however; is probably not to blame 
for the sensational rot forced upon it by a 
correspondent. It published the highly 
colored romance, not questioning, in all 
probability, the truth of the report. 

It is scarcely necessary for Tir CON- 
STITUTION to deny the truth of the 
charge against Atianta’s colored  pec-" 
ple, as the falsity of the whole thing 
is apparent to everybody in the 
city. We trust that those at a distance will 
not be misied by such sensational reports, 
which are grossly exaggerated and do great 
injustice to our city. | 

In regard to the vote in this connty on 
the prohibition question it is but proper to 
state that the rnmors sent out that the re- 
sult was due entirely to the colored race, is 
untrue.

Oak Grove district, with not more 
than five negro votes, was carried by the 
anti-prohibitionists by a larger majority 
than any precinct in the county, according 
to population. In the wards of the city, the 
largest white wards gave as -large anti-pro- 
hibition majorities, as did the two wards 
in which the negro vote was strongest. 
Thu;, the statement that the election was 
carried by any class of voters is n >t true,

The published report of 1886 did not include the 

Mobile and Girard railroad, which is here added to 
it for the purpose of comparison. 


The net earnings of the Ocean Steamship 
company show a considerable decrease as 
compared with those of the previous year. 
President Alexander says this is due in 
part to a war of rates and increased compe- 
tition in Florida, and in part to the extraor- 
dinary expenses of very extensive repairs 
to the fleet, and for terminal facilities in 
New York during rebuilding of our wharf 
in that city. He adds that the new year 
opens with much improved prospects. 

President Alexander says the Georgia 
railroad lease remains unprofitable in its 
direct results, but that there is reasonable 
assurance that it will not long remain so. 
The current year opened with largely in- 
creased net earnings, and the results would 
almost certainly have shown a fair profit, 
but for the unprecedented floods of July. 
These carried away some important bridges 
and interrupted the traffic for many days, 
and will necessitate some expensive repairs. 
But, in spite of this drawback, it is hoped 
that the deficit of last year will be largely 
reduced, if not wiped out entirely. 

Altogether, the report of the president is 
more than encouraging. It shows that this 
great property, which is of vast importance 
to Georgia, is not only wisely managed, but 
that it is in a prosperous condition, 


Mr. RANDALL and Mr. Carlisle have had 
an hour’s conference, This means demo- 
cratic harmony, and democratic harmony 
means democratic success in the next 
election. 


Prohibition in Politics. 

The announcement recently made by Sena- 
tor Paimer, of Michigan,that the prohibition 
question was now tlie greatest issue in the 
politics of the country, and that one of the 
two great parties would be forced to recog- 
nize it in its platform, has attracted the at- 
tention ofthe press and considerable dis- 
cussion is now taking place, as to what 
either of the two national conventions will 
probably do with the question. 

Senator Palmer is anxious that the re- 
publican party take the initiatory steps aud 
adopt a prohibition plank in its platform. 
He thinks it would be a strong ecard and 
would prove very effective in alligning a 
large element tothe republican party which 
now actsto its injury. Many republican 
organs are favorably inclined to the move- 
ment, which, to say the least, has assumed 
sufficient importance to become an almost 
certain issue in the next republican con- 
vention. Asto whether or not any decided 
stand will be taken by either party remains 
to be seen. It is probable that nothing 
will be done by either convention more 
than has already been done, which means 
that the issue will be evaded as much as 
possible, and left to take care of it- 
self without the national indorsement of 
either side. 

But if cither party takes up the cue:tion 
and makes it a feature of its policy, it will 
most probably be the republican. In sever- 
ai states that party has, in state issnes, put 
itself squarely in favor of prohibition; but 
on the other hand, it has never hesitated 
to take the other side in ‘states where 
it was policy to. do so. 

The Boston Herald, speaking of the fu- 
ture of prohibition, says; 


The interesting feature of the prohibition issue is 
the extent to which the republicans are tampering 
with it. Ifthey would do as the democrats are do. 
ing, either declare against it outright, as is the dem- 
octatic position in the north, or lowve it out of gen- 
eral polities altogether, as the party does in the 
south, it would be séitied ou its merits.

PRESIDENT CARNOT’S ANCESTRY. 


The French President’s Distingy ished An- 
cestry—‘*Le Grand Carnot.”’ 

Jazare Hipprolyte Carnot, the new presi- 
d2ent’s father, wasa dist'nguished newspaper man, 
author and politician. Born in 1801, he was clected 
to the chamber of deputies in 1809, After the reyo- 
lution of 1848, he held office as minister of public in- 
struction. The coup d'etat of December 2, 1851, 
drove him from. France. Returning twelve years 
later he took his seatasa member of the corps leg- 
islatiff. Gambetta defeated him in 1869, and from 
that to the day of his dcath Lazare Carnot devoted 
hitself almost exclusively to literary pursnits. 

Every French schoolboy has read of ‘‘Le Grand 
Carnot.” »He was a statesman of whom any coun- 
try might fee! proud—a skilfuladminis‘rator, a strat? 
egist of the highest ability and the grandfather of 
Sadi-Carnot, president of the French republic. 

Lazare Nicholas Marguerite, to give Lim his full 
name, was born in Burgundy 134 years ago. In 
1792 he was clecie’ to the national convention and 
was present et the trialofLonis XVI. His vote was 
recorded in these words: “in my opinion hoth jus- 
tice and good policy require the death of Louis, but 
I must cou/fess that never a duty weighed so heavily 
on my heart as the one that is now incumbent upon 
me.’ Next year ke entered the committee of pub 
lic safety. The armies were demoralized. There 
were no funds, no provisions. Enem’cs had i; 
vaded France and Toulon had just been deliyered 
into the hands of the English, 

Carnot went boldly to work and succeeded so 
wel] that his fellow-citizens emphatically declared 
them to bo ‘‘the organizer of victory.” Under his 
orders the fourteen armivs created by the rising of 
the nation co-operated in the execution of a well 
devised pian. New generals were placed at their 
heads and defeuis weve-speedily followed by bril- 
Hant victories, 

In 1705 “le gtaud Carnot’ was threatened with 
impeachment and foreed to give up the manage- 
ment of war affairs. On the catablishmeut of the 
directory fourteen departments siinultancously 
elected him as their representative. Asone of the 
five directors, he resumed his previous office and 
planned the memorable campaign of 1796, the sre. 
cess of which was secured by Bonaparte in Italy, 
In the same year Carnot was condemned to trans- 
portation, escaped io Germany and returned to 
France in 1800, when he was appointed minister of 
war, 

On the suppression of the tribunate he retired into 
private life, but ¢gain offered his services to Napo- 
leon in 1814. He became a general, and defended 

Antwerp until the treaty of Paris. 

After the rout of Waterloo Cainot and Bonaparte 
were the only Frenchmea who.sre said to have 
orescrved their self-possession, 

“Carnot, I have known you too late!” said Napo- 
leon on the eve of his banishment.

NEW YORK, December 5—C. L. Green &Co.. in 
their report on cotton futures today, say: There has 
been fair animation and the general line of value 
well sustained, at one time showing 7@8 points ad, 
vance. The market did not develop a positively 
strong tone, but on the contrary looked as though 
support was contributed with somewhat greater dif- 
ficulty than heretofore, with now and then some 
evidence thi t a portion of the long element felt in- 
clined to unload, provided it could be done without 
leading toa break. Current influences adverse to 
positive buoyancy seem to be an absence of orders 
aud a fear of pretty full receipts forthe week. At 
the close prices on the leading months were a point 
or two below Saturday, with trading slow. 


NEW YORK, December 5—!Special.]—From Hub- 
bard, Price & Co., through John 8S. Ernest: Private 
dispatches frcm Liverpool :ay that 64% million bales 
will not be suflicient for the world’s requiremen‘s, 
and that, acting on this belief and the weakness of 
our market, operators are making efforts to depress 
prices upon which to buy. The official cables re- 
ported a closing of 2-6id at the opening, and a gain 
during the day with a steady feeling at the ciose. 
Buying orders here this morning sustained the mar- 
ket, and prices advanced some eight points over 
those of Saturday, but the effect of the large port 
receipts, especially at New Orleans, was felt after 
the advance, and orders to s: 11 caused a sharp’break. 
The southern markets show bufittle sign of strength, 
and the free offerings of cotton induce short 
sales on our market, larger orders having been re- 
ceived during the day from New Orleans. The po- 
sition here is becoming somewhat critical, and while 
the market closes easy with every prospect of lower 
prices, there is a disposition to believe that the 
stronger bulls have not yet determined to abandon 
that side with an cflort to make a better market on 
which to place their holdings. Should this prove 
the case and a short interest be established at pres- 
ent quotations, higher figures may result in conse- 
quence. Appearances indicate that the long inter- 
est is still a large one, and just prior to the close an 
attempt was made to bid prices up,which, however, 
met with only moderate success.

Of 487 ap- 
plicants for relief to him during the present 
year 350 made but one application.

LEGAL LORE 
Promulgated by the Supreme Court Yester- 
day. 

In dismissing a writ of error yesterday, be- 
cause the judge in signing it said that three of 
the allegations were not true, Chief Justice 
Bleckley of the supreme court said: ‘There is 
no hardship to anybody in pursuing the law. 
There is no way to administer justice, but b 
the course prescribed by law, It is public poli- 
cy to have law and order, and in adhering to 
it, courts who fail to administer the law, ac- 
cording to law, go astray.” 

Tho chief justice also held in the case of 
Henry, et al., vs. McDaniel, governor, that in 
a case where there were two indictments 
against the same individual, whether predica- 
ted on the same affidavit or not, he must com- 
ply with his recognizanee and’ appear. The 
question of his guilt or innocence is not on 
trial in a forfeiture of recognizance. Henry 
was indicted for false swearing and also for 
forgery. He wave recognizance in beth cases 
for alike sum, to appear the same day, with 
the same sureties. One was forfeited, and he 
plead that both indictments were based on the 
same afiidavit.

Blandford. Macy A. Mays caine to the Chat-

THE CITY COURT met at nine o’clock yester- 
day morning, Judge Van Epps presiding.

YESTERDAY'S MEETING AND RESULT 


Atlanta's Prospect for Next Year—What 
New Orleans Has Agreed to Do—A 
Red Hot Session. 


The big fight between the officials of the 
Southern league wasn't as big as Was ©X- 
pected. : 
They met, hada rather stormy discussion, 
and then settled their differences amicably. 
The meeting had been called for noon -of 
yesterday, but as all the delegates were § pres- 
ent and everybody was willing, it was called to |. 
order shortly after 1l o’clock. At that hour 
there had assembled in one of the private par- 
lors of the Kimball the following gentlemen: 
Mr. J. A. Wilson, of Birmingham, president 
of the Southern league; Mr. F. M. Irion, presi- 
dent of the Birmingham club; Mr. 
Maurice Kauffman and Mr. T. J. 
Brennan, of the New Orleans’ club; 
Mr. J. E. Powell, manager of the Charleston 
club, and Mr. E. T. Florence of New Orleans, 
representing the Memphis club. It was un- 
derstood that Mr. Florence was present, also 
to press the claims of the Crescent City Base- 
ball assaciation of New Orleans, whose appli- 
cation for.a franchise had brought about the 
meeting. 
A sort of a feeling of uneasiness seemed to 
pervade the room, and everybody seemed 
anxious to get to work and have the thing 
over with. 
THE FIRST FIGHT 
came over the admission of Mr. Florence as a 
delegate. 
Mr. Kaufman objected to Mr. Florence 
being there, sustaining his point by quoting 
section 26of the constitution, which provides 
that directors of the league must be stockhold- 
ers of the club they represent. 

The chair held that under section 9, 
Mr. Florence could appear as Memphis’ proxy. 
Mr. Kaufman appealed, but withdrew his ap- 


al. 
Then the fun began. : 

Mr. Irion, speaking for himself and the oth- 
er clubs, proceeded gently, but forcibly, to 
jumpon Mr. Kaufman 

WITH BOTH FEET 

on account of the interview with the latter 
gentleman, which appeared in yesterday's Con- 
STITUTION. 

It will be remembered that, in that inter- 
view, Mr. Kaufman used some very pointed 
language concerning the attitude of the clubs 
in the league toward the champions. He 
plainly expressed his belief that undue influ- 
ence had been brought to bear on some of the 
clubs to induce them to vote in favor of grant- 
ao franchise to the rival New Orleans 
club. 

Mr. Irion did not like]that sort of talk and he 
saidso. Hethought Mr. Kaufman had acted 
in an ungentlemanly manner in imputing such 
motives to the representatives of the other 
clubs and he didn’t hesitate to say what he 
thought. — 

Mr. Kaufman said that he’and his colleagues 
had firmly believed that their rivals were hold- 
ing out unfair inducements hoping to secure 
the coveted franchise. As Mr. Irion and the 
other gentlemen had assured him that there 
was no foundation for such a rumor, he was 
perfectly willing to acknowledge his mistake 
and to say that he was very glad that his fears 
were grouadless. 

This had a pacific effect and the business of 
the meeting resumed. 

THE MAIN QUESTION, 

that of finding an eighth club in case seven 
could be secured, was discussed at length. 
There was a fecling infavor of putting a sec- 
ond club in New Orleans, but it was recognized 
by all that this could not be done without the 
cousent of the present champions. Mr. Kauf- 
man and Mr. Brennan were unalterably o 
posed to this, saying thatsuch a step would 
mean the ruin of baseball in the crescent city. 
To secure eight clubs for the league was 
recognized by all to be an absolute necessity. 
How to do it was the question. 

This was solved by the New Orleans cham- 
pions entering into 

AN AGREEMENT 

to this effect: The New Orleans Baseball 
Park association, of New Orleans agrees that 
if, on the 10th of January, 1888, there are but 


they (the New Orleans Baseball Park assecia- 
tion) will put the eighth club in New Orleans, 
or in any city they may sec fit, exclusive of the 
state of Texas. 

Harmony was restored. 

Mr. Irion nominated Mr. R. 8S. Tapper, of 
Charleston, for vice-president, and he was 
unanimously elected. 

The president’s bond was fixed at $15,000. 
After electing Mr, Kaufman a delegate to 
the meeting of the national agreement at 
Cincinnati on December 8th, the meeting ad- 
journed, 

Talk Withthe President. 


‘There seems to be a misapprehension con- 
cerning this special meeting,” said President 
Wilson. “‘The true inwardness of it all is 
this. Mr. Royer. of Memphis, telegraphed 
Mr. Wilcox, president of the new organization 
at New Orleans, asking him to go to Mem- 
phis. Hethen said that Memphis must see 
two clubs in New Orleans or Memphis wouldn’t 
play. Mr. Wilcox said that New Orleans 
would support two clubs. They came to 
Birmingham. We agreed that there must be 
eight clubs, and as Memphis and Birmingham 
petitioned me for aspecial meeting, it was 
called. 

“The statement concerning undue influences 
is wrong. The new organization did make an 
offer of $1,000 each to any three of the new 
clubs which might need it. The object was to 
assist in building up the league, and the offer 
was not made to any of the present clubs, nor 
‘was it made asaninducement. All these of- 
fers were made before the Nashville meeting. 
None have been made since. I have all along 
said that nothing should be done to injure the 
New Orleans club’s franchise.and I say so 
now. All we want is to get eight good 
clubs.” 

Mr. Kaufman's Say. 

‘We firmly thought that underhand methods 
were being Used against us, but Mr. Irion’s 
statement was enough to satisfy me that 1 was 
mistaken. I find that we were entirely wrong 
in our opinion. These gentlemen have acted 
toward us in a gentlemanly and business-like 
way.
